Embodiments of the present invention may be adapted to operate in different 
positions on an absorbent garment manufacturing line. For example, as shown in 
Figure 12, a number of air applicators may be used during the formation of absorbent 
cores 1016. In the embodiment of Figure 12, a tissue supply 1200 is conveyed by a 
vacuum drum 1202 into a core forming chamber 1204, in which particulate and fibrous 
material that form the absorbent cores 1006 are pulled onto the tissue supply 1200 by a
